State strefched out its bouuty and commerco
was  quickened, They bhave passed nway,
und the aecount of eapital Invested stands un-
balanced in the Treasors: bat who can estimate
the dividends ! With trembling and lear a col-
lege here and there wus established, and soon
cime the common schooldto husten progress
ulike In the mmprovements of rich and poor.
Then enme our great canal and our primitive
rallroud; but, imperfect us they were, unwisely
s they were managed, and froitless as they
appeared on the balunce sheet of the Common-
wenith, they were a preat ariery of commercinl
and national lle—a vast slream of progress that
wns stendily advansing our people and making
them nobler nud richer from yeur to year. They
too buve nlmost faaed away belore the march
ol the fron horse, whose rude music is heard
over npearly joor thousand miles of rallroad
in the Blate; but they added millions to the
wenlth of Peunsylvania, He luunded the libe-
rality and enterprise of Eogland in expeoding
$440,000,000 1o enrichh her East Indian gosses-
slons with rallrosds and telegrapns, und
predieted that in a few years there will bon
continuous line of rail from Dover to the
Bosphorus, thence down the Euphrates, across
Persia to Indin, and thence eventuully to China
and Japan. Refterriog to our great ratlroad
achievement, he expressed his trust that before
spother five years ehiall have elapsed three great
tropk lines of rallroands will cross the plajos
und mountains to the Paclfe. He coutinued:
The telegraph must now reach the East, and
be tbe forerunner of the great harvest of
civilization irem San  Franclsco to Oregon,
thence by Russian Amerlea to the Asiatic
const, The submurive cable will soon bear
messages of progress and inmse the love of ad-
vancement into the commercial citles of China
und Japan., “The extension of the telegraph to
the Bust” will be the crowning trinmph of the
civilization we 80 fondly and justly claim, and
soon the commerce of the Oriental cicies will
torn from the east to the west, land on our
Pacific shores, and sweep across our continent
to our great cities and to the marts of
Europe, and theu thelhghlnimg messenger will
eueirele the whole world, to bear the glad
tidings of prosperity and peace to all maukind,

OBITUARY.

‘Sir Richard Mayne, K. C.'B,

The Atlantie cable briogs us Intelhgenes of
the death, on Sonday lust, in London, of Sir
Richard Mayne, Ohiet of the Metropolitun Police
o1 the grest oy, The deceased was bora in
Ireland some time durmg the year 1796, his
father belng one of the judges in the Court of
King’s Bench, Irelaud. Educated fdrst at Trinity
Caollege, Dublin, where he took dezrees, he was
sabsequently admitted ad laudem to Trinity
College, Cambridge, and i 1821 the degree of

M. A. was comterred upon him. During the
following year he waes called to the bur at
Livcoln's Inn, and althoughk he was & man

of more than ordinar egal ability, his
success in  his profession does not appear
to have been very decided, In 1520 he re-
celved 1the appointinent of Commissioner of the
Metropolitsn Police of London, and in reward
for the eervices he rendered while holding thwt
office was oreated a O, B, in 16847 and a K, O, B,
ot the Civil Division in 1851, His eneruy nud
adminisirative capacity nlso cansed his promo-
{ion to the position of Chief of Police, which he
held ut the time of his death. About a year aco,
while the reform question ovcupled the miuds
of all classes of Englishmen, Sir Ricburd Mayne
made himwsell quite notorious and nnpopular by
his officinl course towards the members and
supporters of the Heform League, A meeting
was anuounced to be held in Hyde Park, and by
bis orders the gates were closed and the crowd
refuged admittance, As will be generally remems-
bered, o riot on o small ecale was the result of
this most unnecessury exercise of power, aod all
the odium of the act rested upon the decensed,
The manlfestation of public sentiment on (his
veeasion appeared to have some elfect upon the
aulocratic Chiet ol Police, a8 a subsequeut
meeting was beld in tbe Park apd the people
were not molested,  Bir Richavd Muyne was an
old man, bavipg lived more than seventytwo
yeare—heyond the wllotted threescore and len
ol mun, He belongud to i ¢luss of Eoglishmen
of whom but few are now living—men bred up
in & schiool of politics that taught the scholars
to place implicit falth ln the sssarance of
shakespeare  that divinity hedges  around
vaoyelty. He wus, we thik, a Tory of very de-
cided opinions, holding 1o tho:e views of goy-
ernwent which give the mnsses us litkle power
us possible. Thut he had outlived his day and
wis blind to the progress of the age was mude
mauiest m the courte he pursaed last year,
However, 1o his pralse it must be sald that tne
diseipline and efficiency of the Mewropuolitan
police of London were and are due more 1o his
sdminisirative (neulties than those of any others
ol bis collesgues,—AN, Y, Herald,
